EAST  PATERSON’S 

PASSING  PARADE

Which  is  the  oldest  house  in 
East  Paterson?  Is  there  one  more 
than  100  years  old?  For  some 
answers,  let’s  visit  a  few  places 
about  town. 

The  first  place  we  see  is  the 
Donor  House,  now  occupied  by 
the  Baldechhi  family.  Stately, 
almost  gigantic,  it  sits  serenly 
on  a  small  finger  of  land,  bound 
on  the  East  Greenwood  Avenue, 
on  the  west  by  River  Drive.  White 
columns  rise  up  to  the  second 
floor. 

The  question:  how  old?  It  has 
been  placed  by  some  in  the  year 
1872,  in  1874  by  others. 

Let  us  proceed  down  River 
Drive  a  bit.  With  your  back  to 
the  river,  you  stand  in  front  of

the  black  -  and  -  white  Hillman 
house.  It  is  owned  by  Mr.  Arthur 
Hillman.  It  originally  stood  down 
nearer  to  Dundee  Dam.  When  the 
dam  had  been  built,  it  took  quite 
a  time  for  water  to  back  up  over 
the  dam.  When  it  did,  it  was 
decided  that  the  house  should  be 
moved  to  higher  ground-to  where 
U  now  stands. 

Again  the  question:  how  old? 
Construction  on  the  dam  began  in 
1864.  The  house  had  been  there 
for  a  few  years  already  when  the 
dam  was  started-at  least  110 
years  old. 

Let  us  continue  down  River 
Drive.  Here  we  stand  in  front  of 


the  residence  of  Mrs.  Elsie  Hill¬ 
man.  It  bears  the  look  of  many 
seasons  weU.  Brownstone  walls 
gaze  at  a  river  they  have  seen 
everyday  for  many,  many  years. 

Once  more  the  question:  how 
old?  Quote,  Mr.  Hillman  “Parts 
of  that  house  date  back  to  the 
Revolutionary  Era.” 

Excitedly,  perhaps,  you  may 
ask,  “Can  anyother  building  in 
town  lay  claim  to  that  age?” 

Yes,  there  is.  We’ll  just  back¬ 
track  here,  up  River  Drive,  just 
the  way  we  came-around  the  bend 
here,  yes,  that’s  the  place.  The 
sign  read;  GOODWIN’S. 

Again,  quote,  Mr.  Hillman, 
“Parts  of  Goodwin’s  also  date 
back  to  Revolutionary  times.”

CAESAR’S  MILLIONS:  In  a 
recent  address  given  at  St.  Anne’s 
hall  in  Fair  Lawn,  our  distin¬ 
guished  Congressman  made 
careful  reference  to  the 
“constitutionality”  of  federal 
aid  to  parochial  and  private 
schools.  We  have  all  heard  that 
broken  record  about  “violation” 
of  the  First  Amendment  if  public 
money  is  used  for  church-related 
schools.’  It  is  bad  to  “violate” 
the  First  Amendment  but  quite  aU 
right  to  violate  the  whole 
Constitution,  it  seems. 

Search  the  Constitution  from 
beginning  to  end.  See  if  you 
can  find  one  clause  which 
empowers  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  to  engage  in  educational 
activities.  The  phrase  “general 
welfare”,  given  as  authorization 
by  the  learned  Congressman,  is 
not  a  power  of  Congress  at  all. 
It  is  merely  part  of  the  intro¬ 
duction.  The  powers  of  govern¬ 
ment  follow  after  that.  They  are 
specificaUy  spelled  out  for  the 
executive,  legislative  and  judicial 
branches.  All  “implied”  powers 
have  been  “implied”  only  by  the 
social  planners  and  other  vested 
interests. 

Our  Founding  Fathers  worded 
the  Constitution  carefully.  They 
knew  that  from  past  history  one 
of  the  roads  to  tyranny  is  by 
way  of  government  control  over 
the  minds  of  the  young.  We  have 
seen  it  happen  in  modern  times 
under  the  three  European  forms:

nazism,  fascism  and  com¬ 
munism. 

Certainly,  parochial  and  pri¬ 
vate  schools  have  as  much  right 
to  federal  money  as  public 
schools.  But  sending  tax  money 
to  Washington  and  receiving  half 
of  it  back,  does  not  make  sense. 
And  why  should  we  allow 
Washington  to  control  our 
schools? 

The  Congressman  made  some 
funny  jokes  about  the  coUection 
plate  in  church.  With  the  Federal 
government  already  taking  the 
first  fruits  of.  our  labor  (to  the 
tune  of  20%  to  92%)  for  federal 
aid  to  everything,  how  much  wiU 
be  left  for  the  collection  plate  if 
federal  aid  keeps  expanding? 

Federal  aid  always  means 
Federal  control.  We  have  seen 
it  in  the  national  testing  pro¬ 
grams,  one  of  which  was  used 
in  our  school  system  here  until 
it  was  exposed.  Another  example 
is  the  case  where  the  government 
forced  St.  John’s  University, 
Brooklyn,  to  reinstate  two  stu¬ 
dents  it  had  expeUed  for  viola¬ 
tion  of  church  law.  Obviously 
federal  funds  were  involved 
otherwise  the  government  could 
never  have  interfered. 

Prayers  have  been  banned  in 
the  public  schools.  Will  prayers, 
statues  and  crucifixes  be 
abolished  in  parochial  schools  if 
federal  aid  is  accepted?  After 
aU,  the  Madelyn  Murrays  wiU  be 
entitled  to  send  their  children 
to  the  parochial  schools  if  they 
become  federally  subsidized. 
These  people  can  then  complain 
about  the  religious  symbols  in 
the  classrooms  and  they  can 
depend  on  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  to  back  their  complaint. 

Former  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  T.  Coleman 
Andrews  said:  “  Federal  aid  to  the 
States  isn’t  Federal  aid  at  all; 
it’s  the  exact  opposite.  It’s  State 
aid  to  the  Federal  Government.”

New  Jersey  Bell  Telephone  Co. 
security  teams  and  local  police 
are  joining  forces  In  an  all-out 
campaign  against  annoyance 
calls.  And  initial  indications  are 
that  the  effort  is  meeting  with 
success. 

No  statewide  figures  havebeen 
compiled  as  yet,  but  police  and 
the  telephone  company  agree  that 
there  appears  to  be  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  arrests  and 
convictions  on  obscene  and  nuis¬ 
ance  calls  complaints. 

The  telephone  company’s  part 
in  the  drive  includes  the  use  Oi 
call-tracing  devices  as  well  as  a 
program  of  assistance  to 
customers  who  havebeen  victim - 


user  can  take  to  discourage 
obscene  callers.  The  most 
obvious  is  hanging  up  the  phone 
as  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  call 
becomes  clear. 

It  also  cautions  against  giving 
personal  information  too  freely 
to  strangers.  Before  answering 
questions,  the  housewife  should 
know  to  whom  she  is  speaking 
and  what  purpose  her  answers 
will  serve. 

Tracing  calls  and  arresting 
criminal  callers  is  often  compli¬ 
cated  New  Jersey  Bell  points  out.. 
Liut  the  combined effortsofpolice 
and  telephone  company  security 
teams  are  paying  off.  . 

Police  officials  point  out  that

specially-trained  personnel  as¬ 
signed  in  each  company  district. 
They  interview  customers  who 
report  annoying  calls,  they 
suggest  defensive  measures  and 
they  work  closely  with  police  in 
tracking  down  the  callers. 

The  tracing  procedure  does  not 
involve  listening-in  on  a  tele¬ 
phone  conversation.  One  type  of 
equipment  registers  calls  made 
from  one  phone  to  another  and 
the  time  the  calls  are  made. 
When  it's  zeroed-in  on  the  line 
of  a  suspect,  it  pro /ides  a  list 
of  the  numbers  called  from  his 
telephone  and  when  the  callswere 
placed. 

When  this  information  is  pieced 
together  with  the  report  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  obscene  call 
was  made,  the  police  can  obtain 
evidence  "enough-  for  an  arrest. 
The  penalty,  oncon/lctlon,canbe 
as  much  as  a  year  in  jail,  a 
$1,000  fine  or  both. 

Another  tracing  process,  which 
can’t  be  used  in  all  cases 
because  of  technical  limitations, 
involves  standard  test  equipment 
that  is  part  of  many  central 
offices.  The  equpment  can  be 
adjusted  to  print  a  card  every 
time  a  call  is  received  by  a 
selected  telephone,  and  in 
certain  cases,  it  will  print  the 
calling  number. 

The  cooperation  of  the  person 
receiving  objectionable  calls  is 
essential  to  the  program.  The 
telephone  company  and  the  police 
urge  that  persons  receiving 
abusive,  obscene  or  annoying 
calls  keep  a  log  .that  includes 
the  time,  duration  and  other 
characteristics  of  the  call. 

TlUo  information  forms  a 
pattern  that  in  many  cases, 
points  straight  to  a  suspect. 
Those  receiving  the  calls  should 
be  prepared  to  sign  complaints 
and  follow  through  with  prosecu¬ 
tion  when  the  suspect  has  been 
arrested,  the  police  and  telephone 
company  added.

LIQUOR  LICENSE 

I  cannot  see  how  the  Mayor 
and  Council  can  justify  the 
issuance  of  a  liquor  license  to 
the  Town  House  Motel,  adjacent 
to  the  Gantner  Avenue  School. 
I  strongly  urge  my  colleagues 
to  deny  this  application,  regard¬ 
less  of  their  contention  that  they 
meet  state  requirements. 

Let  me  remind  my  fellow 
officials  that  when  the  Town 
House  Motel  was  granted  a 
building  permit,  it  was  stated, 
and,  I  believe  included  as  part 
of  the  agreement,  that  theywould 
never  apply  for  a  liquor  license. 

Morally,  asking  now  is  wrong 
because  a  “passage  of  time” 
surely  doesn’t  change  require¬ 
ments  and  conditions  agreed  on 
when  the  building  permit  was 
granted. 

We,  as  officials,  have  also  a 
MORAL  obligation  to  protect  our 
taxpayers  and  our  children.  The 
proximity  of  the  Gantner  Avenue 
School,  the  welfare  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  attending  and  living  in  this 
area,  are  far  more  important 
than  the  issuance  of  a  liquor 
license  to  this  motel. 

I  feel  that  besides  the  moral 
obligation,  we  have  a  legal 
responsibility  as  elected  offic¬ 
ials  to  deny  this  application  and 
leave  the  legal  limit  of  liquor 
licenses  at  its  present  limit. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  feel 
that  we  are  over-subscribed  with 
licenses  as  it  now  stands.  WE 
NEED  NO  MORE. 

If  the  owners  still  pursue  the 
license,  let  them  secure  it  from 
the  State  over  our  objections. 
I  see  no  reason  why  we  should 
not  live  up  to  our  legal  and 
moral  responsibilities  and  listen 
to  the  good  sound  reasoning  as 
voiced  by  the  many  objections  of 
the  Board  ofEducation,  the PTA’s 
and  the  parents  of  our  school 
children. 

To  my  fellow  elected  officials, 
I  URGE  THEM  TO  DENY  WITH¬ 
OUT  RESERVATION  THIS 
LIQUOR  LICENSE  APPLICA¬ 
TION.  Our  Borough  stands  to  gain 
nothing  whatsoever  and  I  firmly 
oppose  the  issuance  of  any  more 
liquor  licenses  in  our  Boro. 

LAND  SWAP 

Regarding  the  proposed  land 
swapping  discussed  at  the  last 
Council  Work  Meeting  (which  I 
could  not  attend  because  of  iU- 
ness),  at  a  previous  meeting  I 
had  questioned  the  need  of  hiring 
an  outside  appraiser.  The  Mayor 
and  Council  accepted  my  recom¬ 


mendation  that  our  Borough 
Assessor  was  not  only  qualified, 
but  that  this  was  one  of  his 
duties  as  assessor.  Mr.  Perry’s 
evaluation  figures  and  compara¬ 
tive  value  of  property  owned  by 
prospective  builders,  are  proof 
enough  that  the  expenditure  for 
an  outside  appraiser  is  not 
necessary,  and  therefore  we  can 
accomplish  a  substantial  savings 
to  our  taxpayers. 

I  have  no  objection  to  the 
proposed  land  swap,  but  feel 
that  we  should  set  a  time  limit 
to  determine  if  a  new  school  is 
needed,  and  that  after  a  report 
from  the  Board  of  Education  it 
should  be  put  on  referendum  and 
left  up  to  the  people  to  make 
the  final  decision. 

A  binding  stipulation  as  to  the 
future  determination  of  the  use 
of  this  property  should  be  given 
to  the  taxpayers  by  this  Mayor 
and  Council,  should  the  need 
for  a  new  school  not  figure  in  our 
future  educational  program.

“Whole-Hearted  Praise” 

What  will  you  do  today?  Oh! 
I  plan  to  do  this  and  that;  and 
then  I  will--,  and  so  It  goes. 
Sometimes  I  wonder  if  we  ever 
take  God  into  our  thoughts  when 
we  are  planning  to  do  this  or 
that?  If  we  did  we  might  find 
that  our  thinking  and  planning 
would  sound  radically  different. 
For  instance  we  note  the  Psalm¬ 
ist  David  as  he  tells  us  what  he 
is  going  to  do;  and  how  strange 
it  sounds  to  our  ears!  “I  will 
praise  Thee,  O  Lord,  with  my 
whole  heart;  I  will  show  forth 
all  Thy  marvelous  works.  I  will 
be  glad  and  rejoice  in  Thee,  I 
will  sing  praise  to  Thy  name, 
O  Thou  most  high!”  Ps.  9:1,2. 

Just  observe  the  flavor  of  some 
of  the  leading  verbs  in  these 
verses:  “praise,  show,  glad, 
rejoice,  sing!”  Consider.  Would 
these  be  the  verbs  that  character¬ 
ize  your  day  too?  Or  is  your  day 
characterized  more  with  such 
verbs  as  criticize,  hide,  sorrow, 
moan,  hollar,  etc.? 

Just  for  today  why  don’t  you 
try  one  or  two  of  the  actions 
implied  in  the  leading  verbs  used 
by  the  Psalmist  David?  For 
instance  the  Psalmist  claims  he 
will  “Praise”  the  Lord  with  his 
“Whole  Heart”.  You  want  to 
especially  note  that  this  is  no 
half-hearted  or  divided  praise 
offers;  but  whole  hearted. 
Trouble  with  some  Christians  is 
that  they  are  all  too  often  offer¬ 
ing  half-hearted  praise  to  the 
Lord,  for  the  other  half  of  their 
heart  is  someplace  else!  They 
will  go  along  with  God  part  way, 
but  if  things  get  too  rough,  they 
seem  to  relinquish  their  relig¬ 
ious  stand  or  beliefs!  We  must 
choose.  One  can’t  serve  God  and 
Mammon  both.  Commit  your  total 
life  to  Him.  Don’t  hold  back  any 
part  of  it,  then  you  will  be  able 
to  praise  Him  with  your  whole 
heart.  Are  you  in  a  position  today 
to  be  able  to  say  with  the  Psalm¬ 
ist  “I  will  praise  Thee,  O  Lord, 
with  my  whole  heart”?  If  not, 
then  your  religion  will  be  more 
of  a  hindrance  than  a  help  to 
you.  Perhaps  there  is  some  area 
or  two  of  your  life  that  you  have 
not  really  commited  to  the  Lord? 
Bow  your  head  in  prayer  and  do 
it  now!  Then  you  will  also  be 
able  to  say  with  the  Psalmist, 
“I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in 
Thee.”  Then  you  shall  be  able 
to  praise  Him  with  the  whole 
heart.

THE  MINISTER’S  MESSAGE 

John  12:48 

"He  that  rejecteth  me,  and 
recelveth  not  my  words,  hath  one 
that  judgeth  him:  the  word  that 
I  have  spoken,  the  same  shall 
judge  him  in  the  last  day.” 

Let  me  confront  my  soul  with 
this  solemn  truth.  The  word  of 
Jesus  is  to  be  my  judge.  In  a 
court  of  justice  the  judge  pro¬ 
nounces  the  sentence,  but  it  is 
the  law  that  condemns  the  crim¬ 
inal.  In  the  same  way,  the  Lord 
Jesus  as  the  final  judge,  will 
pronounce  my  sentence;  but  it  is 
the  Word  which  judges  and 
condemns. 

How  solemn  then  is  the  rela¬ 
tion  in  which  we  stand  to  the  words 
of  Jesus!  We  have  been  familiar 
with  them  from  the  time  that 
we  first  heard  them.  They  will 
remain  in  our  memory  and  will 
rise  up  to  witness  against  us  at 
the  judgement.  They  would  carry 
their  own  condemnation  with  them 
even  though  the  judge  were  silent. 

But  the  words  which  Christ  spoke 
were  words  of  mercy.  O,  how 
dreadful  to  be  condemned  by  the 
very  words  which  Christ  spoke 
in  mercy  and  for  our  salvation! 

Think,  O  my  soul,  have  I 
declined  his  words  of  warning; 
have  I  rejected  his  words  of 
promise;  have  I  perverted  his 
words  of  mercy  into  words  of 
judgement?  But  theChristlanwho 
obeys  Christ’s  words  need  have 
no  apprehension.  “There  is  no 
condemnation  to  them  that  are  In 
Christ  Jesus”  Christ  himself  will 
witness  for  them  saying,  “I  gave 
them  my  words  and  they  received 
them,  for  they  are  thine,  and  all 
thine  are  mine,  and  I  am  glori¬ 
fied  in  them.’

MILLIONAIRES 

Recent  issues  of  TIME 
Magazine  and  the  NEW  YORK 
TIMES  Magazine  carried  feature 
articles  concerning  millionaires. 
Their  conclusion:  In  no  other 
nation,  at  no  other  time,  have 
the  chances  of  getting  rich  been 
so  good  as  they  are  right  here 
and  now.  The  rich  among  us  are 
flourishing  as  never  before, 
reports  Herman  P.  Miller,  a 
special  assistant  to  the  Director 
of  the  Census  Bureau.  And  not 
only  millionaires  but  multi¬ 
millionaires  as  well.  According 
to  estimates  published  by  the 
National  Bureau  of  Economic 
Research,  the  United  States  had 
27,000  millionaires  in  1953.  More 
recent  figures  prepared  by  the 
board  of  governors  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  System  show  that  by 

1962  the  number  of  millionaires 
had  risen  to  67,000.  Since 
Government  estimates  show  that 
in  recent  years  the  number  of 
millionaires  has  been  increas¬ 
ing  at  the  rate  of  about  5,000 
a  year,  U.S.  NEWS  and  WORLD 
REPORT  is  probably  close  to 
the  mark  when  it  says  the  number 
now  stands  at  90,000.  How  do 
they  do  it  ?  Their  common  denom¬ 
inator  is  that  they  find  an 
economic  need  and  fill  it.  There 
is  a  mistaken  impression  that 
most  millionaires  are  men.  The 
men  may  make  the  money  in  the 
first  place,  but  somehow  or  other 
the  women  manage  to  get  their 
hands  on  it.  The  holders  of  big 
wealth  are  as  likely  to  be  women 
as  men,  while  the  holders  of 
very  big  wealth  are  much  more 
likely  to  be  women.  Why?  At 
best,  the  answer  is  speculative 
according  to  the  NEW  YORK 
TIMES  Magazine.  It  may  be  the 
greater  durability  of  women.  Men 
who  work  hard  for  a  lifetime 
may  barely  squeak  out  an  estate 
of  $1  million  before  they  die. 
Women  who  inherit  these  fortunes 
live  on  to  reap  the  harvest. 
Another  possibility  is  that  a  lot 
of  very  rich  old  men  marry  young 
women  who  outlive  them  and 
inherit  their  wealth.  Or  can  it  be 
that  women  are  just  smarter  than 
men  and  invest  more  wisely? 
Compared  with  the  millionaires 
of  a  century  ago,  the  new  million¬ 
aires  are  harder-working,  less 
flamboyant  and  more  anonymous. 

They  have  made  their  fortuned 
not  in  steel,  oil,  railroads,  and 
other  basic  industries,  but  in  the 
frontier  technologies,  the  newest 
services  and  even  the  arts.  They 
have  built  productive  wealth  by 
creating  jobs,  purchasing  power 
and  useful  ideas.  The  average 
age  of  the  average  millionaire 
is  about  60,  with  women  just 
slightly  younger  than  the  men. 
However,  a  remarkable  number 
of  these  doers,  drivers, 
achievers  become  millionaires 
before  they  reach  40. 

JULIUS  DECIO 

Typical 

are  these  six  talented  tycoons 
featured  in  TIME:  Mobile  Manu- 
facturer-Arthur  Julius  Decio,  35, 
of  Elkhart,  Ind.,  is  a  millionaire 
because  he  early  recognized  and 
exploited  the  billion-dollar-a- 
year  market  for  low-cost  mobile 
homes.  President  of  Skyline 
Homes,  one  of  the  industry’s 
largest  producers,  he  is  worth 


over  five  million  doUars.  His 
company  expects  to  race  along 
with  the  fast  expansion  of  the 
two  population  groups  that  buy 
most  mobile  homes:  young  mar- 
rieds  and  retired  oldsters.  Decio 
started  in  the  garage  behind  his 
childhood  home  in  Elkhart,  which 
is  next  to,  and  on  the  wrong  side 
of,  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road  tracks.  His  father,  an  Italian 
immigrant  grocer,  sank  some 
savings  into  mobile  homes  in 
1951,  but  did  poorly  and  begged 
Art  to  try  to  rescue  the  small 
company.  Decio,  then  a  steel 
salesman,  put  in  $3200  of  his 
own,  recruited  three  friends  and 
started  to  work.  He  quickly  saw 
that  Skyline,  to  survive  in  a 
crowded  Held,  would  have  to  build 
a  unique  model.  He  designed  a  20- 
foot,  smaller-than-usual  mobile 
home  that  was  cheaper  and  more 
easily  transportable  than  com¬ 
peting  models.  Then  Decio 
imitated  the  automakers’ 
methods  -  frequent  model 
changes,  and  nation-wide  distri¬ 
bution  through  a  network  of 
dealers.  He  brought  out  four  lines 
of  mobile  homes,  each  compet¬ 
ing  with  the  others.  “Such  a 
system  works  for  General 
Motors,”  Decio  says,  “and  it 
works  for  us.” 

CHARLES  BLUHDORN 

Man  of  Many  Parts 
Charles  Bluhdorn,  39,  Manhat¬ 
tan-based  chairman  of  Gulf  & 
Western  Industries,  a  widely 
diversified  company  specializing 
in  auto  parts,  began  as  a  penni¬ 
less  immigrant.  Vienna -born,  he 
came  to  Manhattan  at  16,  went 
to  work  as  a  $15-alweek  clerk  in 
a  cotton  brokerage  "house..  At23, 
he  invested  $3,000  and  started  his 
own  export  -  import  business. 
Within  eight  years  he  had  bagged 
his  first  million,  by  buying  an 
awful  lot  of  coffee  from  Brazil. 
Bluhdorn  used  his  profits  to  buy 
into  a  more  secure  and  promising 
business:  auto  replacement 
parts.  In  a  Balkanized  industry 
that  has  thousands  of  small 
suppliers,  he  knit  together  a 
nation-wide  network  of  manu¬ 
facturing  plants,  warehouses  and 
distributors.  Today  Bluhdorn’s 
$182  miUion-a-year  Gulf  & 
Western  controls  57  subsidiary 
companies,  and  has  branched  into 
the  manufacture  of  jet-engine 
parts,  guitars,  and  survival 
equipment  for  spacemen.  He  also 
controls  the  East’s  ,197-store 
Bohack  supermarket  chain.
